Washington, Jan. 18.— It la the pur- 
pose of Senator Davis, In charge of the 
peace treaty, to again call it up as soon 
as it can be reached without displac- 
ing other meaaures whioh take prece- 
dence under the existing orders of the 
senate. The questions are the Indian 
appropriation bill and tho Nicaragua 
canal bill. 

Under the agreement made last week 
the canal bill will be taken up at 8 
o'clock Tuesday for discussion in 
speeches not to exceed 15 minutes in 
du-ation. There is no agreement for a 
vote on the bill, but the belief is gen- 
eral that the understanding already 
reached will lead to an early vote. 
The senators opposed to the pending 
bill express no intention of trying to 
prevent a vote, ind the friends of the 
bill are very csnfldent that this cul- 
mination will not bfc postponed beyond 
Wednesday. 

The senate attended the funeral of 
Representative Dingley Monday at 
noon. After this ceremony the sen- 
ators returned to their desks and re- 
sumed consideration of the Indian 
biU. This bill may continue to hold 
attention until Tuesday, and if such 
should prove to be the case, the 
further consideration of the treaty 
would be postponed until after 
action upon the Nicaragua bill. 
In the meantime the pension and 
Diplomatic appropriation p'Ms will 
have been reported from the commit- 
tee on appropriations, but it is not the 
purpose at present to give them prece- 
dence over the treaty. Senator Davis, 
chairman of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, and- Senator Allison, chairman 
of the appropriation committee, are 
working in perfect harmony, so that 
no clash between the treity and the 
supply bills is probable. 

Senator Bacon has given notice of a 
speech on the general question of ex- 

His address will be based upon the 
resolutions regarding the status of the 
Fillipinos introduced by himself some 
time since and its delivery may lead to 
considerable debate practically on the 
treaty in open session. 

The opponents of the treaty profess 
great confidence in being able to de- 
feat it, upon a vote, and to believe that 
the friends of the agreement will seek 
to postpone a vote until next session. 
They claim 84 votes in opposition, or 
three more than necessary to defeat. 
They say they will be satisfied to have 
the treaty ratified providingan amend- 
ment is engrafted upon it declaring 
against the maintenance of sov- 
ereignty in Ihe Philippines, 
but the supporters of the 
treaty decline so far to grant any such 
concessions. Some of them indicate a 
willingness to adopt a separate resolu- 
tion to thk. rnd and it is not impossi- 
ble that this course may be pursued. 
The supporters of the treaty do not 
claim to be in the least disturbed over 
the outlook. They count upon consid- 
erable delay in securing action, but 
still hold to their contention that the 
treaty will be ratified just as it came to 
the senate. 

The work of the house during the 
coming week will be overcast with the 
sad rites attending the final tributes to 
Mr. Dingley. These were held in the 
house of representatives at noon Mon- 
day and immediately following 
them the house adjourned for 
the day. On Tuesday the legis- 
lative work of the house will be 
resumed with the naval personnel bill 
coming over from last Friday. The 
naval personnel bill may be displaced 
by the contested election case of Brown 
vs. Swanson, formal notice having 
been given that it would be called up 
on Tuesday. An election ease has the 
highest privilege, and if the notice is 
carried out the personnel bill will go 

Wednesday has been set aside for 
the committee on inter-state and for- 
eign commerce, an agreement to that 
effect having been made before the 
holidays. The most important bill 
this committee has on the calendar is 
that providing for a Pacific cable run- 
ning to Hawaii and thenoe to Japan. 
By Thursday the post office appropria- 
tion bill will be reported and ready to 
take up in the house, and perhaps also 
the military academy bill.

Spy 11 an ug!v word, but, according 
to Lieut. Col. W. N. Klendowsky.of 
the Kuscian imperial general staff, 
the men and women who engage in 
the business of spying are not "half 
bad."' Business? Ye*. Klendow- 
sky** book on spies, about to be issued 
in France, bluntly states that military 
and political authorities the world 
over look upon espionage as a recog- 
nized profession. "Without espion-j 
age their work would be sadly lacking 
in direct purpose," says the author, I 
and continue': 

"Spies, or, as they are politely des- 
ignited, secret agents, are no less a 
necessity in time* of peace than in| 
war. If it were not for *pies one coun- 
try would know very little- about the 
mobilization of another, about on- 
ward movements to the frontiers, 
«2bout the spirit of foreign troops and 
the intentions of the commanding 
generals. 

"The employment of spies is usual- 
ly intrusted to a high officer of long 
'and honorable standing. Above all", 
he must try to fkd out whether the 
"nenoiw offering their services are in 
financial ptraits or want to become 
spies to satisfy errvy, hatred or politi- [ 
TW ambition. The first are liar/.e to ; 
'-all thenuerves to the highest bidder ' 
jimong the powers; thoseln the other 
category are always liable to alter 
their minds sooner or later, and when 
they do so it is usually to the detri- 
ment of the government which en- 
gaged them. 

"A spy, to be useful, must be agood 
actor, must be courageous, a linguist, 
well versed in tee) nical science, al- 
ways on the alert, true to hi* master. 
Women make excellent spies; honest 
women as well a- bad women. With 
many female spit i the minister of war 
deal- directly, sending ti ern out on 
precarious business. Others are spies 
without knowing it. We employ 
some good looking chaps to make love 
to thr-m and ascertain their husband'* 
official tecret*. A foreign military 
person in active service makes an ideal 
spy.

QUEER FREAK OF LIGHTNING. 



During a severe thunderstorm, tlic 
lightning struck a barn not far from 
the house where I stopped, without 
setting it on fire. I ran to the barn, 
which was filled with smoke smelling 
much like sulphur. Two horses 
standing in the barn were completely 
deafened (probably by the report), 
hut since have recovered their hear- 
ing. 

In the loft huge slivers were torn 
from the posts on all four sides, and 
from the rafters also, in places, where 
it had apparently made its way down- 
stairs and to the ground. One side of 
the barn was warped outwardly; a 
window in that s-ido was demolished, 
but no glass could be found inside, all 
seeming to have been blown out. It 
looked as though an explosion had oc- 
curred inside of the burn, the outside 
damage being email. Only a few clap- 
boards and shingles were knocked off. 

On examining what I had before 
considered to be lightning conductors, 
I was surprised to find them mere 
dummies, having no electrical con- 
nection with the ground. There were 
* two rods, one on each end of the barn, 
extending about four feet into the 
air, each upheld by four legs screwed 
into the shingles of the roof. 

The lightning rods were surely in 
this case worse than none at all, and 
douhtless served as a path for the dis- 
charge into the building. When the 
electric discharge passed into the 
bam, it so heated and expanded the 
air as to blow the windows out and 
bulge the side walls. The lightning 
did not do this directly, 
i A lightning rod has two objects; 
one, to discharge electricity up from 
the earth into the air as the cloud ap- 
proaches and so prevent the stroke, if 
possible, the other to serve as a path 
of discharge to the earth from the 
cloud. For both purposes the rod 
must extend down into the earth and 
into wet e arth. — Scientific American.

QUEER DEBATING SOCIETY. 

Deaf Mutes of Berkeley, Cal., Discus. 
Politics ana Literature. 

The queerest debating club in the 
world is at Berkeley, Cal. 

It is a society whose members talk 
with their fingers and listen with 
their eye*. 

It is the mental dueling ground of 
the children of silence, whose ears 
are closed to the eloquence of other! 
and whose voices are stilled again** 
their own. 

It is called the De l'Epee Pacific 
Lyceum league, and is a debating so- 
ciety of the deaf and dumb. The 
name was chosen in grateful memory 
of Abbe De l'Epee, the French priest 
who originated the sign language and 
lirst brought the deaf and dumb into 
intelligent communication with the 
world around them.

The society meets in the art room 
of the institute, where there are casts 
of the works of the musters to delight 
the eye, and "honorable mention" of 
two who are kin to them in aflUction 
— Douglas Tilden and G. S. Redmond 
—to show them that all roads to 
achievement are not closed to them. 

In the art room is a big drum to call 
the meeting to order, and. while they 
cannot hear its roll, so keenly sensi- 
tive are the students that they can 
feel its % vibrat ions, hence it serves its 
purpose. 

Three boys and three girls take 
part in the debate, and judges are 
chosen from among the members. 
The subjects discussed are political 
and litera ry.

Rivalry Among Local Boards Makes Good 
Thoroughfares. 

The streets of London are under 
the charge of the district boards and 
vestries.

The 
black fellow was somewhat reticent, 
and beyond volunteering the informa- 
tion that he had once been a mem- 
ber of the Queensland native police, 
he could tell little of his experiences 
since he left his native bush.

EiijrliBh Traveler Marchea Three 
Weeks in the Forest in the 
Heart of Africa. 



UNLIKE STANLEY, HE TRAVELED ALONE 



Hot One of the Pigmies, on Measure- 
ment, Was Found to Be Over 
Four Feet in Height. 



Loudon, Jan. 10.— Probably there 
has been no such interest circling 1 
Around Africa traveler-; and geograph- 
ers since the tithe of Henry M. Stan- 
ley's expedition as has been caused by 
the arrival here of a young and hith- 
erto unknown Englishman, Mr. Albert 
Bushnill Lloyd, from Central Africa, 
after a record journey of three months 
from the heart of Africa to London, 
traveling over Stanley's route down 
the Congo to the west coast. 
His journey was in one respect 
more remarkable than Stanley's, inas- 
much as Mr. Lloyd traveled quite alone, 
«o far as Europeans were concerned, 
and was only accompanied by two na- 
tive servants and a smali number of 



inarched three weeks in the Pigmy for-

bals. he never once fired a shot in self- 
defense. On the contrary, he was on 
cordial terms with both Pigmies and 
cannibals. 

On entering the great primeval for- 
est, Mr. Lloyd went west for five days 
without sight of a Pygmy. Suddenly 
he came to a clearing and stopped at 
an Arab village, where he ment a great 
many Pygmies. "They told me," said 
Mr. Lloyd, "that unknown to me they 
had been watching me for five days, 
peeping through the growth of the 
forest. They appeared very much 
frightened, and even when speaking 
covered their faces. I asked a 
chief to allow me to photograph 
the ^dwarfs, and he brought me a 
dozen together. I was able to secure 
a snapshot, but I did not succeed in the 
time exposure, as the Pygmies would 
not stand still. Then I tried to meas- 
ure them and found not one over four 
feet in height. All were fully developed, 
the women somewhat slighter than the 
men. I was amazed at their sturdiness. 
The men have long beards, reaching 
half way down the chest. They are 
very timid and will not look a stranger 
in the face, their bead-like eyes con- 
stantly shifting. They are, it struck 
me, fairly intelligent. I had a long 
talk with a chief, who conversed 
Intelligently about their customs in 
the forest and the number of the 
tribesmen. Both men and women, 
except for a tiny staip of bark, are 
quite nude. The men were armed 
with poisoned arrows. The chief told 
me the tribes were nomadic and ne 
slept two nights in the same pli 
They just huddled together in hastily 
thrown up huts. Memories of the 
•white traveler—Mr. Stanley, of course 
— who crossed the forest years ago, 
6till lingered among them." 

Mr. Lloyd then proceeded through 
the cannibal countries to the coast. 
He found the cannibals warlike and 
fierce, but open and straightforward 
and had no difficulty with them. 

At one place he put together a bicy- 
cle he had with him and rode around 
the village. A remarkable scene fol-

The offices of the committee have been opened at room 1044 Unity Build- 
ing, Chicago, where a complete set of books will be kept showing tbe names of 
all subscribers with their postolhce address by counties and States, and thi 
condition of each account will at all times appear upon these books. In no in 
•tance will solicitors be authorized to receive money. Anyone soliciting sub- 
scriptions will receive no money from the subscriber, but will forward thesub- 
•cription papers to the national office. The national office will notify the sub- 
scriber of the receipt of his subscription and will forward blanks governing 
the details of remittances to the national treasurer.

The result of their 
inquiries - all over (.'rout Britain and 
Ireland was embodied in a report and 
was specially exhaustive in certair 
representative centers of industry 
(mob as the chief manufftcturin;. 
towM in Lancashire and Yorkshire 
and in Nottingham for the rarioili 
branches of tho textile industry, Sta f - 
fordshire for the potteries, Newca; 
tie, Sheffield, etc., for white lead 
works, Leeds, Manchester, etc., for 
wholesale clothing, and so on). 
These ladies were concerned with, in- 
quiry into rates of wages of women 
as compared with men, as well as the 
effects of women's* industrial employ- 
ment on their health, morality and 
the home; but the most impressive re- 
sults of their inquiry bore upon ques- 
tions of sanitation and health and 
have left great and permanent traces 
on factory administration, as well as 
legislation. One of their number 
was, at the close of the inquiry', ap- 
pointed permanently as a special la- 
bor correspondent, for women's in- 
dustrial conditions to the statistical 
department of the boanf of trade, and 
another, Miss Abraham, was appoint- 
ed the first, with one other lady, of 
rer majesty's women inspectors of 
factories under the home office. The 
reports of these inspectors and oth- 
ers afterward added to the staff (now 
numbering five), have appeared an- 
nually since 1893, and form a most 
important guide to the modern so- 
cial aspects- of the employment of 
women and children in factories, and 
to the grave questions of improved 
hygiene and fuller protection 
young life.

In case of 
riot, fire, disaster of any kind, every 
town is in instant call of every neigh- 
boring town. Does any state need 
help? Every state in the union 
know3 it the same day. Nations are 
in sympathetic touch with every na- 
tion the wide world over. In like 
manner all trades, arts and manufac- 
tures are in immediate communica- 
tion. A comet discovered through 
one telescope may be watched by 50 
the same night. The rise and fall of 
prices in every market is known the 
same day in all markets. The cargo 
at sea is sold between ports. The 
night editor of a city newspaper 
knows all that has- happened of im- 
portance in the world in the past ten 
hours. In six hours more his readers 
know all of it that will interest them.

Beefsteak Done by Electricity.
